ARRANGES FOR EAST SIDE 
STATION AT STOCK YARDS 


Consults With World’s Fair Manage- 
ment With Regard to Establish- 
ment of Electrical Wonder 
on Exposition Grounds, 


Lee de Forest, inventor of the De Forest 
system of wireless telegraphy, arrived in 
St. Louis Friday morning to arrange for 
the installation of a station at the Armour 
Packing Co.’s plant in East St. Louis, and 
to consult with the World’s Fair manage- 
ment in regard to the construction of a 
plant on the Exposition grounds, 

He will probably depart Friday night for 
Omaha, where he intends to establish a sta- 
tion, and from there to Seattle, Wash., to 
inaugurate a Pacific coast service. 

Mr. de Forest is only 2 years old. He 
is a native of Iowa and worked his way 
through Yak, receiving the degree of doc- 
tor of philosophy. While at Yale he studied 
electric oscillation, and, after receiving his 
diploma, entered the service of an elec- 
trical company. 

He immediately went to work to perfect 
his idea of a wireless electrical system, 
and, in 1001, concluded that he had perfected 
it sufficiently to take it to New York. 
Though crude, it proved successful in re- 
porting yacht races for New York news as- 
sociations. 

Mr. de Forest continued to wort’ at his 
system and a few months ago achieved a 
triupmh, /both the army and navy depart- 
ments of the United States government 
adopting it. 


The young inventor succeeded in inter- 
esting capital fn his invention and organized 
two companies, one controlling the patent 
throughout the world and the other the 
American operating right,

He was received by a committee of 
leading citizens,. who explained to him 
the program that has been arranged for 
his stay in Milwaukee. 

Though it will keep him constantly 
busy during his 10 hours’ stay here, he ap- 
proved it heartily and was' delighted 
when informed that the entire city wag 
taking a holiday in his honor, 

The speoial train carrying the Presi- 
dent and party arrived at Madison at 4 
o'clock this morning. 

The President remained on the train 
and resting until 9 o’clock, when he wag 
met by a party of state legislators and 
city officials, headed by Gov. Lafollette 
and Mayor Groves, and escorted to the 
copitol. 

The governor and mayor rode in the 
carriage with the President.

A new ceng#us bulletin shows that more 
than two-thirds of all the negroes in 
the United States and only one-third of the 
whites live within 500 feet of the level of 
the sea. 

Nearly 9 per cent of the whites and less 
than 2 per cent of the negroes live above 
1500 feet. 

A mafority of the negfoes live south of 
the thirty-fourth and a majority of the 
whites north of the fortieth parallel of hkati- 
tude. 

More than two-thirds of the whites live 
where the mean annual temperature is 
under 65 degrees. Nearly two-thirds of 
the negroes live where it is over @ de- 
grees. 

A majority of all the people of the 
United States live in the region draining 
into the Gulf of Mexico. A large major- 
ity of the negroes, but only about a third 
foreign-born and of the negroes live in the 
same region. 

More of the people, as a whole, of the 
foreign-born and of the negroes live in the 
valley of the Mississippi than in any other 
drainage area.
